S. M. Foster, chairman of the spe- 


cial committee named to investigate 
the vehicles tax in other cities, read 
the report of the committee, detailing 
the information gained and strongly 
advocating the tax as a means of pro- 
viding funds for the repair and main- 
tenance of streets. 


Randall Leads Opposition. 


P. A. Randall led the fight on the 


report, declaring that the vehicle tax 
Is in his opinion double taxation that 
cannot be justified upon any grounds, 
that it would work a hardship upon 
the teamster who already has a har.1 
task in "making ends meet." and that 
the previous trial of the tax in Fort 
Wayne had shown it to be unsatisfac-

E. H. jVic-Uonald. of the City Truck- 


ing company, declared the proposed 
tax would operate a hardship upon 
,those who are operating a large num- 
ber of teams and who already pay 
taxes upon their property.

Foster Defends It. 


S. M. Foster believed the trucking 


concerns

tlce of "stabling" autos on the street 
and did not believe tho city ought to 
furnish free rent to the vehicle own- 
ers. As the situation now stands, said 
Mr. Foster, the man who doesn't use 
the streets is compelled to pay for the 
paving, and the man who doss most 
toward wearing them out, escapes. 
payment. 


Mcndal Frank spoke in opposition to 


the measure, and he was followed by 
Col. 
D. N. Foster, who declared that 


If any-concerns were to benefit by the 
vehicle tax it was surely the trucking 
companies and the taxlcab companies 
for repaired streets would save much

United States over the 'liquor ques- 
tion,'" says A. H. Gleason, in Hamp- 
ton's Magazine for September. "Maine 
is the star prohibition state. For over 
fifty years she has had prohibition, and 
for twenty-seven years a constitutional 
provision which reads: 'The manufac- 
ture of intoxicating liquors, not In- 
cluding cider, and the sale and keep- 
ing for sale of intoxicating liquors, are 
and shall be forever prohibited.1 


"The influence of the state lias been 


even greater than nation-wide. 


"Therefore, if Maine, with all her 


prestige and long-continuing fervor, 
strikes out prohibition from her con- 
stitution, the moral effect 
on other 


states will be profound. Her fair fame, 
resting on the basis 
of 
high-grade 


American citizenship, 
on successful 


farming, industry and commerce, on 
her renowned succession 
of public 


men. reformers, patriots, has received 
a still -wider publicity because, longer 
than any other state she. has main- 
tained a prohibitory law. On Septem- 
ber 11 the people of the state vote on 
the question whether prohibition shall 
be eliminated from the 
constitution. 


If they do determine to eliminate it 
they will later face the problem of 
finding some other method of con- 
trolling the traffic. No more satisfac- 
tory method than prohibition lias so 
far been found. 


"There would not be any campaign 


in Maine this year or any other year, 
however, if prohibition really pro- 
hibited. It falls to do that, cspeaially 
in the larger cities. One of the prin- 
cipal reasons for this is found in the 
inability of Maine to prevent liquor 
dealers in other states shipping liquor 
into Maine. 
The prohibition provis- 


ion has been successful to the extent 
that it has stopped . absolutely the 
manufacture of liquor in the 
state. 


Thirsts are quenched with the product 
of Massachusetts. New York and other 
states. 
To get their liquor to those 


who want It the dealers from elsewhere 


from Boston, ten from New York, ten 
from Kentucky and the rest scattered 
in St. Louis, Milwaukee and 
other 


cities. 
Some of these companies are 


doing a larger Maine business, others 
a smaller, than that of my Informant. 


William Pennell. after six years' ex- 


perience 
as sheriff 
of 
Cumberland 


county, estimates for me that Maine 
pays an annual liquor bill of between 
three million and four million dollars 
The consumption of whisky In Port- 
land, alone, he estimates at 400 gal- 
lons a day. A wholesaler told me that 
100 barrels of beer a day for Portland 
would be careful figuring. 


"Those are the cold statistics of the 


situation in the state that prohibits 
the "sale or keeping for sale' of intoxi- 
cants. 
Of course there is only one 


answer: 
Graft. The fact that there 


is graft is the chief argument of the 
anti-prohibitionists."

Home concerning the health of Pope 
Plus X are exceedingly grave, the arti- 
cle by Vance Thompson headed, "Who 
Shall Rule as Pope of Rome?" In the

Magazine, Is timely and throws much 
light on the condition of affairs at "the 
Vatican. Mr. Thompson came directly 
from Rome to the United States to 
write, this article, and had seen thte 
aged, peasant-born 
pontiff 
wearied 


with the burden of his power, physi- 
cally 'feeble from his pent-up life, and 
this fact gives peculiar significance to 
the

"It was in 1903 that Cardinal Giu- 


seppe Sarto, the patriarch of Venice,

'It is 
strange.' he said once In Venice to a 
man I know, 'how my life has fallen 
apart Into divisions of nine years.' He 
smiled at the trivial fancy. 


"At nine years of age he had gone

Nine as 
village priest.. Then parish priest. 
Nine years as bishop of Mantua. Nine 
years as patriarch in Venice. Then he 
succeeded to the greatest throne in 
this' world of ours: and. not lightly 
this time, he said: 'God has called me 
to nine more years of service.'

4, 1912, will mark his ninth year as 
pope.

olic spaces of «»rth prayers for the 
holy father'i health rise like incense. 
Will Phut X finish more than the fate- 
allotted nine years as head

church?"

Mr. Thompson, who has for years 
eeh a close student of European af- 


faire, then tells the inside facts about 
the situation of the pope in the hostile 
'tout Intolerant world of Rome. 
He 
llaims that there is no situation more 
•Ttraordlnary, more dangerous. 


"Not a quarter of an hour apart live 


his hollnesa, the king of yesterday, anr? 
hU 'ma,S««ty. the king of today." saVs 
the author: "from their hills, the Vati- 
can and the quirinal, they can Bee each 
other afar, over Rom« and the Tiber. 
Victor Emmanuel cannot look at the 
»«ttlnj ron without seeing the vast 
shadow of St. Peter's. The grandson 
of the Savoy prince who conquered the 
pope and stripped him of his broad 
provinces and temporal power, sits now 
on the tottering throno of the united 
Italian states, over which the church 
ruled of old, 


"Yes. one Is the conquered. 
The 


other Is the conqueror. 
The con- 


quered has neither abdicated his rights 
nor laid down his eternal arms. He has 
•vcn taken from his temporal rival 
one-half of hl» suMeet*. by forbidding 
faithful Italians to take part in the 
, government of new Italy. Even over 
>those who havfr followed the conqueror 
lie still has sway. If they refuse ?*> 
recognize him as pope of Rome, they 
kneel to him as pope of souls—ns does 
,the very king v\o has conquered him 
All they have dispossessed him of »ro 
the earthly acres of the Eternal City. 
His power Is still greater than tEat 
of any enthroned king. It Is a state 
of war, without truce or armistice: It 
IB a state of war, not between far-off, 
Allen enemies, but between the same 


people, men of the same race, the same 
society, often the same family. 


"And 
the result, you say, must be 


fierce scenes of anger, tumult, secret 
warfare, dark duels as 
in 
gloomy 


medieval streets? You do not know 
the sweet spirit of tolerance which 
descends upon the city from the two 
hills where the sovereigns 
lie en- 


campd. 
The aristocracy (black and 


white) is first touched by this Latin 
spirit of compromise. By way af par- 
enthesis: 
Almost everyone in the old 


world understands that the so-called 
'Mack' party of Rome is that which 
has remained faithful to the papacy: It 
is made up of the oldest aristocracy, 
of the prelacy, of the faithful of all 
classes and of all nations who fore- 
gather In the Eternal City. Now, ever 
against that ancient party is the so- 
called 'white' set—the new nobility, the 
politicians, the eager sotitety women 
who have gathered about the king of 
Italy and his court. 


"The ancient nobility has remained 


Caithful to the church: the newer no- 
bility (in greater need of court honors) 
has rallied to the throne; but these 
two societies are not shut 
oft and 


apart. 
There are common meeting 


grounds for the black diplomats ac- 
credited to the white party of 
the 


iiulrinal. The great ladies, faithful vo 
the papacy, drink tea with the queen's 
maids of honor. You will not see a 
prince of the church at court, "but you 
may meet him at the Duke of Aosta's 
dinner table. Sons o: ttie dignitaries 
of the., papal court serve by land and 
sea the 
king who 
entered 
Rome 


through the breach in the Porta Pia. 
One Colonna serves the 
king; 
his 


brother is the pope's man."
